Mr. Highleyman's story to the 
Democrat today follows: 
Mr. H igh le y m a n ’s Story.

parents were able to send me to Alle­ 
ghany college at Meadville, Pa., at the 
age of 18 and I attended this college 
until I was 21. returning each sum­ 
mer to work on the farm. 
On return­ 
ing in the sluing of 1865 my father 
said I had been a good boy, and that 
he had planned for me a trip down the 
Ohio river to Cairo, up to St. Louis 
on the Mississippi, by train to Chicago 
and back to Bellaire, my home. 
“The trip was made as far as St. 
Louis, but at this point I discovered 
my spending money was all gone.

made up my mind to locate on level 
ground and leave the steep hills of 
Hie Ohio river. I was nearly a thousand 
miles from home, with no knowledge 
of city ways, or how to make a living 
except on the farm.

ine what a green country boy was up 
against, but my heart never tailed me, 
so I struck out to find something to

At that time I had no idea 
where Sedalia was more than. the man 
in the moon, but I frankly told Mr.
